—F anny Field gives this ad­ 
vice to a correspondent of th e Prairie 
Farm er who w ants to know th e beet varie­ 
ties for m arket purposes : “ I raise a good 
m any chickens for the early spring m arket, 
and of all the breeds and crosses th a t I 
have tried for th a t purpose I unhesitatingly 
pronounce the Plym outh Rock th e best. 
I can get them to average seven pounds a 
pair a t three m onths, live w eight, and tb a t 
is good enough, 
I find a leady m arket, 
and a t the highest price, too, for all chicks 
of th a t age and w eight th a t I can raise. 
If you intend to m ake a business of raising 
chickens for the spring m arket, I should 
advise you to let Cochins alone and use 
only pure bred Plym outh Rock cocks, b u t 
if you w ant to raise fowls for th e fall and 
w inter m arket, cross w ith th e Brahm as or 
C ochins.” 
Fowls kept in confined space 
should have soft food a t least once a day, 
say first feed in the morning, and plenty 
of green food ; lettuce during the season is 
excellent, also cabbage ; tho heads ahould 
be throw n w hole to the fowls, not chopped, 
it will afford em ploym ent. 
Aleat should 
also be supplied, else th ey may eat each 
others’ feathers. 
I t is a capital plan to run 
a skew er through a bullock’s liver aud pin 
it to the ground, in the center of the yard ; 
it enables th e birds to peck off the m eat 
in m cuthfuU , w ithout its being draw n all 
over the yard.

THE SENATE AND 
THE RE ADJUSTERS. 


The United States Senate has adjourned 
in a blaze of partisan fireworks. 
The 
over-fruitful 
Mahone bargain has once 
more 
entailed 
humiliation 
and 
dis­ 
credit upon the Republican Senators who 
aro under its thraldom, and this time the 
President is involved in the scandal. 
A 
certain Postinastership (of Lynchburg, Vir­ 
ginia) was wanted for a particular friend 
of Mahone. 
The conferring of this ap­ 
pointment was to secure the Readjusters 
(Anglice, Repudiators) special advantages. 
Above all it was required to show that the 
Administration was williDg to carry out 
the bargsin with Mahone. 
President A r­ 
thur agreed to make it, and did so. 
But 
the Demoerats, thereupon, declared their 
intention to filibuster until the end of 
the session, and as the Republicans knew 
th at the President would only have 
to make the appointment as soon as 
the Senate adjourned, they asked him to 
withdraw it, and this was done. 
So the 
Republican party stands committed to the 
infamous repudiation policy which the lit­ 
tle demagogue from Virginia has made 
himself tbe champion of, and this great and 
dignified party permits itself to be dictated 
to, aye, and driven as with a slave-driver’s 
whip, by this unprincipled representative of 
a shameful policy, and all because Mahone 
happens to possess an influential vote 
in the 
Senate, through the numerical 
relations of ftte Republicans and Democrats 
to one another. 
Of course to high-minded 
members of tho Republican party it m at­ 
ters less than nothing w hat party advan­ 
tages are gained by such methods. 
No 
gains of the kind can begin to compensate 
for the degradation involved in the wretched 
sihmission of the party to Mal one. 
I t is 
this kind of political venality which dis­ 
gusts the best men in the country with 
politics, and perpetuates the rule of the 
ahifty and unscrupulous. 


THE FATAL 
BLUNDER OF THE LAND 
LEAGUE LEADERS. 


I t is evident already that when the lead­ 
ers of the Irish L ind League issued their 
no rent ” manifesto, they committed a 
fatal blunder. 
In takm g th at Btep they at 
once alienated from their cause the sympa- 
pathies of all civilized peoples. 
One com­ 
mon and universal condemnation of their 
course has been heard 6ince then. 
The 
liberals of England, of France, of Ger­ 
many, have abandoned them. The press of 
the United States, always ready heretofore 
to give support to legitimate Irish griev­ 
ances, is compelled to call a halt at this 
point. 
The Catholic Bishops of Ireland 
have taken the field against them, with 
great and increasing effect. 
The Irish peo­ 
ple are falling away from the League every­ 
where, and preparing to avail themselves 
of the benefit of the Land Courts. 
The 
fact is th at the “ no re n t” proposition cats 
too many ways, as Archbishop McCabe 
points ont in his vigorous pastoral denun­ 
ciation of it. 
I t is not merely the rankest 
communism, but it is utterly incompatible 
with the maintenance of any semblance 
of civilized society. 
And this wild and 
immoral proposition has been put forward 
at the very moment when the English 
Government had conceded to the Irish 
tenants a law which is adm itted to be the 
most radical measure ever enacted, and 
which is complained of by the landlords as 
practically abolishing the greater part of 
their proprietorial rights. 
I t is indeed by 
no means clear th at the Land Act itself 
may not prove eventually inimical to the 
progress of the country by going too far in 
this direction. 
However that may be, it 
is now acknowledged that it operates in 
the interest of the tenants, and they are 
not likely to forego the manifold advan­ 
tages of such a law for the sake of follow­ 
ing Parnell in a programme which not only 
involves civil war, but which would de­ 
stroy the value of all the realty in the 
island. 
For it must be remembered that in Ire­ 
land there are very few tenants who are 
not also landlords. 
The practice of sub­ 
letting has been carried on to a greater ex 
tent in th at country than anywhere else in 
the world, and it follows from this that if 
the tenants eonld escape the payment of 
rent to the owners of the soil, they them 
selves would by the same measure be cut 
off from the solid profits they derive from 
sub-letting their lands. 
In fact there is, 
outside of the cities, hut one class which 
has not more to lose than to gain by the 
adoption of the “ no re n t” policy, and 
th at is the class of small laborers who 
rent little patches of land for potato gar­ 
dens from the petty tenant farmers. 
This 
class is considerable as regards numbers, 
but it is very deficient in political in 
fluence, and it could not either begin or 
maintain such a programme as Parnell’s. 
Of course there are higher considerations 
than these involved. 
The Irish people are 
not less moral than others, and they are 
therefore no more disposed to embrace a 
general act of plunder. 
They know that, 
despite all the sophisms of th 3 Parnellites, 
the right of property in land is a substan­ 
tial one. 
They know that this right can­ 
not bo effected by any consideration as to 
how the land originally belonged. 
For 
if that consideration were to be accepted 
as possessing any force there is not a civ­ 
ilized people on the face of the earth who 
could show any valid title to their lands. 
And the Irish are shrewd enough to re­ 
alize that while the “ no rent ” programme 
might in some instances help present ten­ 
ants, its application hereafter would be 
sure to counterbalance all such temporary 
benefits. 
They see th at in abolishing the 
rights of landed property, moreover, the 
rights of all other kinds of property would 
be undermined. 
It is only a step from 
Parnell’s proposition to the completest 
community of goods ; and when Commun­ 
ism is proposed it is always a more or less 
disguised plan for robbing those who have 
something, in order to give it to those who 
have nothing. 
It is impossible to carry on 
a political agitation upon snch a basis. 
Parnell in truth has hoisted the black flag, 
and all who are not prepared to advocate 
piracy must come away from him. 
And 
this is evidently the feeling, not only ev 
erywhere outside of Ireland, hut almost 
everywhere in Ireland. The Land Leaguers 
were never anything like as strong as they 
represented themselves. 
They made a 
great deal of noise, but the sudden and 
almost complete collapse of the organiza­ 
tion upon the arrest of the leaders shows 
th at the League, like the Southern Con­ 
federacy, was a “ hollow shell.” 
In fact 
but for the support the organization has 
derived from the Irish in this country it 
would probably have collapsed before, for 
the passage of the Land Act was really an 
evidence that it had ceased to have any 
reason fcr existence. 
I t is not perhaps to he expected that a 
movement of this kind will die quietly. 
Fenianism continued to stir long after it 
had ceased to possess any real vitality, 
and as long as 
contributions can be 
coaxed from the United States we Bhall 
continue to hear of the Land League. 
But 
it is clear that the Land Courts have now 
taken the place of the League in the 
public attention. 
The new law has been 
taken advantage of with a promptness and 
universality which shows how much the 
tenants expect from it. 
For these actual 
and tangible benefits they are not prepared 
to substitute a further continuance of an 
agitation which had done very great injury 
to business of all kinds, and had almost put 
the country under martial law. 
The con­ 
test was too unequal, and the geal was too 
vague and dubious. 
“ No re n t” could 
not be adopted as a permanent principle, 
and it could only embarrass and embitter 
a sufficiently unsatisfactory condition of 
things. 
Ireland has preferred the Land 
Act to Farnellism, and in making this 
choice she has exhibited a wise discre­ 
tion. 
It is possible that England may 
ven lure upon farther legislation in the 
direction of home rule, which seems to be 
the almost inevitable outcome of the present 
situation, but whatever is done in that 
way will have to be unhampered by any 
such revolutionary and impracticable prop­ 
osition as th at of “ No R ent.” 


M iC VEAGH AND THE STAR-ROUTE CASES. 


There is something a little mysterious in 
the refusal of Attorney-General MacVeagh 
to stay in the Cabinet for the purpose of 
prosecuting the star-ronte defendants. 
It 
is said that he declices because he ha3 no 
confidence in the sincerity of President 
A rthur. 
But inasmuch as he can have no 
certain knowledge as to the President’s in­ 
tentions, and inasmuch as the President 
has declared his purpose to push the prose­ 
cutions, this explanation does not seem to 
explain much. 
I t m :ght be argued by the 
enemies of Mac Veagh that he refused to 
remain in the Cabinet because he did not 
wish to pros'cute the Btar-ronte cases; 
and in the absence of proof either way this 
theory would be as good as the other. 
Of 
course Mac Veagh has a perfect right to 
insist on leaving the Cabinet, and he is not 
required to give any other explanation than 


the recent change in the Administration of 
itself affords. 
Nor does it appear reason­ 
able th at the presence or absence of any in­ 
dividual can affect the star-route cases. 
If 
the Government is in possession of evi­ 
dence sufficient to secure conviction, the 
cases can surely be tried by any lawyer of 
average ability. I t cannot be assumed that 
nobody but MacVeagh possesses the ca­ 
pacity to manage them. 
And if President 
A rthur is not sincere .in his position on 
these cases, th at fact cannot long be con­ 
cealed. 
It is very well understood that 
Government prosecutions are powerfully 
affected by the interests of the Adminis­ 
tration, and President A rthur could not 
disguise his real sentiments from the coun­ 
try in a m atter of this importance. 
I t is 
probable, however, th at Mr. MacVeagh 
will take an early opportunity to set him­ 
self right with the public on this matter, 
and if there is any breach of friendly rela­ 
tions between him and the President in 
this connection, it will then be revealed. 
Meantime it may be remarked th at few 
cases have been surrounded with greater or 
more numerous difficulties than these same 
star-route cases, and th at there is a mani­ 
fest reluctance to handle them on all sides, 
which may be thought to indicate that 
there is more than a common amount of 
corruption involved in their exploitation. 


WINDCM AND CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Ex-Secretary Windom has proposed a 
scheme of civil service reform which ap­ 
pears to be intended as a compromise be­ 
tween the old system and the more radical 
methods sought by civil service reformers. 
The principal novelty in his plan consists 
in the proposition that a certain number of 
appointments in the Government service 
shall be allotted to every State, and that a 
State Committee of Examiners shall once a 
year pas3 upon the qualifications of all who 
choose to apply for these positions. 
Mr. 
Windom does not appear to have gone to 
the length of determining the principle 
upon which bis apportionment shall be 
made, but we suppose that population 
would be the most natural and at the same 
time equitable basis. Of course everything 
would really depend upon the character of 
the local committees, and if these should 
fall into the hands of the “ m achine” 
politicians they could easily render abor­ 
tive all the attem pts of the Government to 
secure fair play. 
By adopting a uniform 
system of examination, however, and by 
keeping np a close supervision of the local 
committees by traveling inspectors, this 
danger might be reduced to a comparative­ 
ly insignificant point. 
If Mr. W indom’s 
scheme was properly wrought out in detail 
we do not see why it should not answer the 
required point. 
In that event it would 
certainly divorce Congressional 
politics 
from Government employment, and the 
country would thus be relieved from one 
of the most prolific sources of political cor­ 
ruption, while the standard of qualification 
in the civil service would be raised consid­ 
erably. 


HOPE 
FOR NEW YOP.K. 


The welcome intelligence has been re­ 
ceived that the people of New York have 
at last been blessed with rain, though it 
remains to he seen whether the fall has 
been sufficient to renew the failing water 
supply. 
If, however, the great city has 
thus escaped almost at the last moment the 
danger and suffering of a water famine, it 
is to be hoped that the lesson of the past 
peril will be utilized so effectually as to 
render any future mepace of the same 
kind impossible. 
I t has now been made 
evident th at the Croton W ater Works have 
not a sufficient reserve, and that the pres­ 
ent daily supply to the city is not enough. 
The suggestion that salt water plight be 
U3ed for many purposes is shown to be im­ 
practical by the consideration th at before 
it could he adopted it would be necessary 
to lay a double set of mains, which would 
involve an expense of several millions of 
dollars, and would take several months to 
effect. 
This might be done hereafter, for 
of course the cost would he nothing to the 
health and comfort of the city. 
But the 
most im portant need is to find a larger sup­ 
ply of fresh vater, and this must be done 
before another summer comes. 


A DANGER DEMONSTRATED. 


Some months ago Baldwin, of San Fran 
cisco, petitioned the Board of Supervisors 
for leave to build a private gasometer not 
far from his theater and hotel, for the pur­ 
pose of supplying them with gas. 
The 
Board of Underwriters opposed the peti­ 
tion on the ground of the danger of fire, 
but the Supervisors granted it, and the 
gasometer was built. 
On Saturday it ex­ 
ploded, and it was only through the 
promptness of the fire department that 
serious conflagration was avoided. 
Thus 
the position of the Board of Underwriters 
has been vindicated, and the Supervisors 
have been convicted of an act of unpar­ 
donable carelessness. 
It cannot be sup­ 
posed that they were ignorant of the 
danger which the erection of a gas works 
in the middle of thickly inhabited streets 
constituted, but they were asked to violate 
the traditions of all well-regulated munici­ 
pal governments by a man of wealth, and 
they weakly yielded. 
Had the explosion 
of the gasometer resulted in the loss of 
life and property these Supervisors would 
have found it hard to justify their connec­ 
tion with the matter. 


THAT STRANGE STORY. 


Recobd-Union : It is apparent that 
the Bee and the Supervisors are not disposed 
to face the music and name the man or men 
who offered $5,000 to each of the four Super­ 
visors. These questions arise : 
Who made the offer ?

CREDITS TO CONVICTS. 


The case of John Acker, a convict, confined 
in the Folsom State Prison, and who seeks 
upon a w rit of habeas corpus to obtain his 
discharge upon the ground that he is illegally 
held, came up befare Judge Clark in the Su­ 
perior C ourt on Saturday. 
I. S. Brown ap­ 
peared as counsel for the petitioner, and 
Attorney-General H art and W . A. Ander­ 
son, City Attorney, for the people. 
The grounds recited in the petition are 
th at Acker is held upon four commitments, 
two from Sonoma county, dated Ju ly 24, 
1873, by which he was sent to State Prison 
for the term s of eight and three years, the 
ia3t to commence at the expiration of the 
first, and th at under the credit system he bus 
long’since been entitled to discharge, as to 
these. 
A third commitment was from Marin 
county, dated September, 1875, for thirty 
days’ imprisonment as punishment for escap­ 
ing from the State Prison. This, it is claimed, 
was void, upon the ground th at the Court ex­ 
ceeded its powers to render such judgment, 
upon a plea of guilty of an attem pt to escape. 
The fourth commitment was from Santa 
Clara county, under date ef December 1, 
1875, which was for a term of ten years, to 
commence upon the expiration of his previ- 
o.i8 terms. This last judgment, it was alleged, 
is void, upon the ground th at the Court ex­ 
ceeded its jurisdiction. 
M r. Brown argued the esse in support of 
the application of the petitioner for his dis­ 
charge upon the theory th at under the Good­ 
win A ct credits were extended to the pris­ 
oner back to the time of his firet entering the 
State 
Prison, notwithstanding the bill did 
not take effect until 1876, and the amend­ 
m ents till 1878. 
H e claimed that by com­ 
puting the credits upon this basis Acker had 
already served beyond the requirements of 
the law. 
The Attorney-General denied the correct­ 
ness of the premises thus laid down, and as­ 
serted th at the Goodwin A ct referred to 
could not authorize or grant credits to per­ 
sons convicted and sentenced prior to its 
passage, in 1876; that to maintain th at the 
A ct conferred the right of such credits to 
persons convicted and sentenced in 1873, as in 
the case of Acker, would be allowing the 
Legislature the exercise of executive power ; 
th at the A ct under which the petitioner 
claimed credits was one which had in view 
the earning of credits by good behavior on 
the port of the prisoners; th at the only 
means by which a party may be relieved 
from any of the punishment adjudged against 
him by a competent Court, is by pardon or 
commutation, and the pardoning power, as 
well as the power to commute sentences after 
conviction,is vested exclnsively in the Governor 
by Section 1, Article V II. of the Constitution, 
and th at therefore to construe the Goodwin 
Act as applying to such prior convictions and 
sentences as in the present case wculd be 
clearly a usurpation by the Legislature of the 
powers thus delegated by the Constitution 
exclusively to the Executive. More than th is 
the Attorney-General claimed th at in the 
present case the return of the W arden of the 
State Prison shows th at the petitioner has 
been convicted four times of feluny, and that 
a clause in the Constitution, adopted iu 1879, 
expressly prohibits commuting of any sen­ 
tence in cases where the prisoner has been 
convicted more than once of felony, except 
upon the written recommendation of a major­ 
ity of the Justices of the Supreme Court. 
Any attem pt to construe the Goodwin Act, 
therefore, as relating back to the present case, 
would bring it in conflict with the Constitu­ 
tion and render it inoperative and void. 
A t the conclusion of the argument Judge 
Clark intim ated hia concurrence with the 
views of the Attorney-General, but stated 
that the present case did not require him to 
pass upon the subject th at far, as according 
to the argument of the counsel for petitioner 
the prisoner was not entitled to his discharge 
for tw enty months yet, les3 the credits which 
might be awarded for during th at period. 
Acker was therefore remanded to the custody 
of the W arden for his return to the Folsom 
Prison to complete the term for which he has 
been sentenced. 
The Attorney-General requested that the 
Court, as a m atter for guidance of the State 
Prison W ardens, render a decision upon the 
legal questions which had been presented, 
but the Judge declined, remarking th at the 
W ardens would follow the advice of the 
State’s legal adviser. 
The A ttorney General 
replied th at if he was consulted upon the 
Bubject by the W ardens, he should advise 
them th at the legislative Acts upon the sub­ 
ject of credits could only apply to cases where 
conviction occurred subsequent to the passage 
of the A ct granting the commutation. 


L a n d L e a g u e M e e tin g .— The meeting of 
the Land League held last evening was 
largely attended, and much enthusiasm was 
manifested.

Senate Proceeding»—A djournm ent glue 
Die. 
■Washington, October 
29;h. — H ill, of 
Georgia, offered the fo llo w in g : 
Rcsnlrtd, That appointments to office under the 
al Government ought not to he made to c u 
r influence elections, and that appointment? 
with such intent are uuwise, unpatriotic and 
contrary to the spirit of our political institutions, 
and if continued without rehuke by the people, will 
become dangerous to the perpetuity of our iust tu- 
tions. 
Hill aslted immediate consideration of the 
resolution, 
McMillan objected. Laid over. 
An executive session followed. While the 
doors were closed, but after transacting the 
executive business, Sherman offered a resolu­ 
tion for the appointment of a committee of 
two Senators, to wait upoa the President and 
inquire if he had auy further business to 
place before the Senate. The resolution was 
adapted, and Sherman and Bayard were ap­ 
pointed.

The G erm an Flections. 
B kblin, October 29th.—The results known 
in 326 election districts are analyzed as fol­ 
lows : Elected. 28 Conservatives, 14 Free 
Conservatives, 78 members of the Center 
party, 25 National Liberals, 28 Secessionists, 
30 Progreséista, 6 members of the Party of 
the People. 11 Poles and 17 Protesters and 
Particularists. Eighty-nine second ballots 
will be neces3aiy. Altogether, between 20 
and 30 Social Democrats polled a sufficient 
number of votes to necessitate holding a sec­ 
ond ballot. It Í3 r.ot doubted at least half of 
these wi’l be returned. Herr Barber will 
again go to the poll in the second ballot in 
Dresden as well as in Berlin. Herr Lasker is 
re-elected; also Dr. Forkenbeck and Dr. 
Fallk. Herr B-.nningsen, Clerical, defeated 
Von Moltke in Essen, but the latter may be 
returned for Memel. Dr. Lucius, Minister of 
Agriculture, has apparently been beaten by 
the Secessionists. 
The most remarkable 
feature c f the election is the triumph of those 
Liberals who are specially obnoxious to Prince 
Bismarck. Thus Eugene Richter, at Hagen, 
obtained a majority of 700, and Carl Mayer, 
who had been bitterly persecuted by the Con­ 
servatives, gained a decided victory at Stutt­ 
gart. Count Von Moltke is indisposed and 
‘confined to his room. Herr Hoecker has been 
defeated in four electoral districts. 
The Irish Difficulty. 
D u b lin , October 29th— The Freeman's 
Journal publishes a letter from Parnell, 
dated in Kilmsinham jail, deprecating the 
plan of evading the recent priclamation of 
the Government by the formation of tenants’ 
defense clubs and associations to replace the 
Land League organizations. Parnell says : 
"Such associations would be tolerated by 
Gladstone so long as they appeared to be dis­ 
posed to carry out his views, and would be 
mongrel reactionary associations, such as 
were formerly condemned by Davitt. Every 
man in Kilmainham is willing to remain 
there any number of months or years that 
may be necessary.” 
The farm buildings and several stacks of 
wheat and bay bf longing to Dr. Thompson, 
which had recently been harvested by the 
emergency men, have been maliciously de­ 
stroyed by fire at Ballyduff, Wateiford coun­ 
ty. A large crowd looked on, but made no 
attempt to save the property.

L ondon, October 29,h.—At the receiving 
offices ia Athlone, Moale, Mullingar, Ros­ 
common, and other towns in the west of Ire­ 
land, large numbers of tenants have paid 
their rent in accordance with abatements, 
despite the Land League’s advice not to do 
80L ondon, October 29th.—A crowd of 700 
persons attacked the police while serving 
summons at Bellmulle, County Mayo. The 
police fired upon the people and several were 
wouflded. 
The rumor is current in Dublin that Earl 
Spencer. Lord President of the Council, will 
replace Earl Cowper as Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and that Lord Derby will replace 
Earl Spencer in the Cabinet. 
A dventure» of a Shipw recked Crew. 
H avana, October 29th.—Captain Peter­ 
sen, of the Norwegian bark Walkuren, has 
arrived here. His vessel sailed from a port 
in Mexico the 23d of September with a ma­ 
hogany freight, and on the 29 .h was lost on a 
coral reef. The crew escaped in boats, and 
reached a small island, where they found a 
party of Americans, nine in number, engaged 
in digging and collecting guano. The crew 
remained on the island until the loth of Oc­ 
tober, receiving assistance from the Ameri­ 
cios, and two days later arrived at Tampico, 
Mexico. The Mexican authorities learned of 
the Americans being on the island, and sent a 
gunboat there and arrested the whole party, 
bringing them to Camj-eachy, where they 
arrived October 22d. 
The Americans de­ 
posited with Captain Petersen various letters 
to friends, with instructions to mail them iu 
New York. The Captain, however, delivered 
the letters to the American Consul here, and 
the latter will forward them to the State De­ 
partment at Washington. 
T errible F air of a M other and C hild. 
H alifax (N. S.), Oct>ber 29.h.—While 
Mrs. Bethune was cookiDg over a stove to­ 
day her dress caught fire. She rolled on the 
floor, attfmpling to extinguish the flimes. 
Her child crawled towards her, when its 
clothes caught fire frcm the burning carpets, 
and both were burned to death.

At the meeting of tbe State Horticultural 
Society, Friday, M. T. Brewer, cf Sacra­ 
mento, made a lengthy address on fruit ship­ 
ping interests. E. W. Hiigard was elected 
President; E. J. WicksoD, Secretary; It. J. 
Trumbull, Treasurer; J. V. WebBter, Vice­ 
President. Directors—A. V. Hatch, J. 
Sheutzel. C. II. Dwinelle, Matthew Cooke, 
and E. H. Rixford. 
A new Pest of the Grand Army of the 
Republic has been organized, to be known as 
Garfield Post. The following officers were 
elected and installed with due ceremonies : 
Post Commander, Valentine Zihn ; S.V. O., 
James E. Hughes ; J. V. C., Albert Brown ; 
Quartermaster, Edward Naughton ; Chap­ 
lain, O. A. Thompson ; Officer of the Day, 
Harry G. Rice; Officer of the Guard, Ed­ 
ward Qoinn. 
John W. Eckstrom, a patient in the United 
States Marine Hospital, went in a small skiff 
on Mountain Lake, on the United States 
reservation, near the hospital, to shoot ducks, 
and after having killed one rowed to the Bpot 
where it had fallen to recover it. In doing 
this he lost bis balance, upset the skiff and 
fell into the lake. He clung to the boat for 
a few minutes and then struck out for the 
bank, but before he reached it he suddenly 
threw up his hands, sank and did not rise 
again. 
Herman Svobolom, a Russian sailor on 
board the barkentine North Bend, who was 
stopping at Fraser’s sailor boarding-house, cut 
his throat with a razar, partially severirp the 
windpipe. He was taken to the City Re­ 
ceiving Hospital, where the wound was 
stitched up by Surgeon Stambaugh. The 
wounded man states that he was shaving, and 
that the cut was accidental, while his ac­ 
quaintances assert that he has been drinking 
heavily of late, and that the cut was made 
with suicidal intent. 
Rabie Buckley Saturday morning stabbed 
Robert Gordon with a dagger in a dive at 
California and Kearny streets. Gordon is a 
very young man ; was drunk and noisy. 
Under a taunt cf Gordon's, Buckley, who is 
35 years old, plunged his dagger in the boy’s 
side to the hilt. Previously the boy’s friends 
had asked Buckley and others to pay no at­ 
tention to the youth, who did not know 
what he was about. Gordon, it is feared, 
will die. Bnckley is under arrest. 
A firm market for real estate, with good 
central property in constant demand, is what 
all the dealers said during the past week ; 
but when pressed as to the actual transfers 
they had made, they were forced to confess 
that buyers and sellers entertained widely 
different views .as to the value of the central 
property that was in Biich great demand. The 
fact is that about a dozen men with more or 
lesB money to invest are going round seeking 
for firet-cla-s property. That makes the ac­ 
tive demand. The firmness of the mark» t 
comes in when the holders of the aforesaid 
first-claBS properly refuse to sell for the small 
amount offered by the speculators. 
At the late meeting of the Health Committee 
it was shown that the city sewers are in a 
very bad condition, and need to be imme­ 
diately cleaned out and flushed. Street 
officers say that 500 men could not clean the 
sewers south of Market street in three 
months. Dr. Meares has ca'led attention to 
the epidemic of diphtheria in 1876-7, in which 
about 1,400 children were carried off. If the 
sewers were not cleaned now, an equal, if not 
a more terrible, epidemic would result. That 
the gas from the sewers entered the houses, 
whether they were trapped or not, was shown 
by the fact that the gis in the refuse from 
the Baldwin gas works, which was run into 
the sewers, created an offensive odor in houses 
six blocks away.
